Anyone wha thinks that nationalism was realiy m 
issue at tre Convention oetter think again. The 
Kesolution reeardine the C.L.C.s rigent to disc- 
ipline intermational unions that do not allow 
enough room for Canadian content etc. etc. was 
rev’erred for consideration to the incoming exec- 
utive (as was the Quebecois Resolution). Refer- 
ring to the incoming executive 18 like estabiish- 
ing a@ Royal Commission. It postoones the embar- 


rassment of having to make @ Ceclisions sometimes 
indefinatery, 


Actuaily wnat 1s involvea here 1s the oroblem of 
fighting union issues of Canaaian iaws whetner 

1t can be done more effectively with an acdition- 
al headquarters in» say» Ottawa remains to be 
seen. The important thing 18 that many Inter- 
national Mandarins have exeressed a willingness 

to set ue Canadian Heacauarters with a Caradim 
President etc. And although many Moguls nave 
tailed to te)! their members thise the matter is 
settied. ail tnat remains now are the ereat 
orinxmanship oatties ot how mucn soney and 0 
whom. Yhis 1m the final analysis 18 to where th. 
resulutaon was directed. Wnile ectually ooine 
nothing ihe Resolution will serve as & Propaganda 
tool for some Power MUguais who wisn to take 
Credit for what 1s about to hapeen. No matter 
what they may say the issue is a eractical con- 
sideration that has nothine to do with national - 
ism whativer. 


Fer those Bolsheviki that have mar.aged to become 
Union Power Moguls the Resolution serves several 
eurposes. They tread & wreasy path between 
their economic base of union menmters amd their 
lunatic HATE YANKEE oolitical base. For the 
later the Resolution 18 acrum to feed their 
half-starveds crazed accetite.
